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Forehandedness 

UST about twenty years ago to the day, the wide-awake | 

city fathers of Kissimmee, Fla., passed an ordinance. 
This fact in itself probably calls for no comment, for pre- 
sumably the good gentlemen have passed numerous other 
laws since. However, the nature of this particular ordi-| 
nance does make it worthy of notice, because it provided for 
the regulation of the status and employment of airships | 
within the town and for twenty miles skyward. The city 
marshal was to be provided with an “aeroplane” from which 
he was to arrest all violators of the provisions of the ordi- 
nance. 

If the marshals of Kissimmee took their duties seriously, 
many of them must have been immolated on the altar of 
civic duty, for the airplanes of 1908 were none too certain) 
and we doubt that any marshal was any too skillful in their | 
operation. 

However, this venerable Kissimmee (and what a 
town for parking that must be) ordinance calls attention 
to the fact that before many years have passed we shall 
need policemen of the sky to regulate traffic and keep 
the air lanes clear. There will be no “Stop” and “Go” 
signs, but undoubtedly there will be speed zones. Fast- 
flying passenger planes will be given the higher altitudes, 
and woe be to the freighter plane that is found lumbering 
into the speed zone! The aerial cop will vary the famil- 
iar “Pull over to the side there” with a “Drop down and 
wait for me at the nearest landing field.” 


The town of Kissimmee was merely prophesying when 
it passed that ordinance, twenty years ago. 


Age and Taxes 


FTER a long and hard-fought battle, British motorists 

are likely to obtain a concession from the government, 

in the reduction of the yearly tax on cars that are five years 

or more out of the factory. The present proposal is to reduce 
taxes on these venerable vehicles by half. 

In Britain the question of tax reduction is a serious’ 
one because of the very high levies on all cars. A Model T} 
Ford over there pays $110 per annum. It is obvious that | 
ewners of cars whose resale value has been reduced by age, | 
resent paying this disproportionately high tax on their old 
cars. Sales of second-hand cars are obviously difficult when 
the buyer has to pay out perhaps 20 or 25 per cent. of the 
cost of the car in government taxes. It has frequently | 
happened in England that a motorist has bought a used car | 
for $300 and then has had to disburse $100 for the privilege 
of using his vehicle on the highways. The net result is that 
garages, warehouses and all sorts of other storage places are 
filled with used cars that cannot be returned to service be-| 
cause of the heavy taxes. The House of Commons is now! 
considering a bill to reduce taxes by half. 

In this country the question of tax reduction by age 
of the car is not so important, but, nevertheless, such a 
reduction would be of material assistance in getting rid 
of used cars. The idea is worth pondering.

EW YORK, July 25.—Gasoline 

continues to be the strongest 
factor in the oil situation, due 
largely to seasonal demand and 
warm weather. Its favorable in- 
fluence on oil company profits, 
however, is offset somewhat by 
low fuel prices. 
| Wholesale market in the big mid- 
| continent district has not been in as 
| healthy a condition for more than 
|a year. Even though refiners there 
| are making record runs and pro- 
| duction, demand is moving all the 
| product and reducing stocks. 
| Wholesale market in Group 3, 
|} which is midcontinent district, is 
strong at 8% cents a gallon. This 
|}is nearly 3 cents better than the 
| low made last December during the 
1927 depression. Current price is 
'1%% cents better than July, 1927, 
when the market was on the down 
grade, and about % cent under Jan- 
uary, 1927, which was before crude 
overproduction became fully effec- 
tive. 

Much of the current price im- 

provement is traceable to the better 
understanding among manufactur- 
ers and marketers. Entire refining 
and marketing industry has been 
bettered by improved trade practices, 
which have done much to eliminate 
| the unhealthy situation of wide dis- 
count allowances made in the com- 
petitive race for gallonage, which 
resulted in the retailer alone being 
insured of a profit. 

A better feeling exists among 
mid-continent manufacturers and 
marketers, with the result that the 
public is not paying any more for 
its gasoline, and most of the im- 
proved profits arise from reducing 
the discounts to dealers. This re- 
sults in the manufacturer getting 
| a better realization on his whole- 
sale product, and the retail market 
is in a more stabilized condition. 

One helpful factor recently was 
the elimination of Standard Oil of 
Indiana’s quantity discount allow- 
ance of one cent a gallon on “dumps” 
of fifty gallons. Indiana’s discount 
allowance, unlike that of many oth- 
ers, was a freely admitted practice, 
being graded according to amount 
of gasoline sold over a year’s time. 

This elimination of the discount 
‘lowest in the scale is regarded by 
many as a forerunner of further 

| eliminations. There have been dis- 
cussions along this line and expec- 
tations are that all the “Q. D. A.” 
scale, which runs as high as two 
cents a gallon on deliveries of 6.000 
gallons a month, will be done away 
with.
